Mann in a Key Spot 

But the’ digs at Raborn are 
basically aimed at the intelligence 
operation he heads. The State De- 
partment and Pentagon have con- 
sistently cast aspersions on the 
value of CIA “evaluations.” 

Undersecretary of State Mann| 
is caught in. the .scapegoat hunt 
mainly because he has been con- 
sidered more instrumental than 
any other 'adviser in the Presi- 
dent’s decision to act at once. On
